On his arrival at His-, 
sarlik he found several of the working- 
men engaged at the excavations suffer- 
ing from an obstinate fever, and al- 
though i^ was long since he gave up prac- 
tice, he took them under treatment. He 
cured them, and immediately his repu- 
tation as a magician was established 
there; and, as there were many sick 
people everywhere in Asia Minor, and 
nowhere a doctor or an apothecary, the 
fame of the great magician spread with 
great rapidity from village to village. 
Every morning when Virchow left the 
little wooden shanty in which he slept 
he found first a few persons, then a 
crowd, and at last a mass of people en- 
camped in front of the door, and wait- 
ing patiently, but with eager glances, 
for his appearance. 
To send them 


away was impossible, for they needed 
his help sorely,and they had often coma 
from very long distances, on foot, on 
horseback, on camels, or carried on lit- 
ters and in baskets. But to help them 
involved an almost complete sacrifice 
of rest and recreation, for they were 
many, and the consultation, generally 
demanded the employment of two or 
three interpreters. The sacrifice was 
made, however, and it has an odd re- 
sult. For the purpose of miking some 
geological observations, Yirchow had 
a hole dug in the bed of a dried-up 
river in the neighborhood, and people 
noticed,that, until the hole filled up 
with water, the magician every day 
climbed down there and made some cu- 
rious researches by means of a lighted 
candle. As soon as Yirchow had left 
Hissarlik people assembled around the 
hole, lined its sides with icat brick- 
work and marble, baptized it "Vir- 
chow*s Well," and began to bring their 
sick to his well, to be cured by drinking 
its water and by ablutions.

Benjamin West. 


West was of Quaker lineage. Such 


was the rude cocdition of the arts in 
the neighborhood at that time that his 
first initiation into art was as simple as 
that pf Giotto. At 9 years of age he 
drew hairs from a cat's tail, and made 
himself a brush. Colors he obtained 
by grinding charcoal and chalk, and 
crashing the red blood oat from the 
blackberry. His mother's laundry fur- 
nished him with indigo, and the friend- 
ly Indians who came to his father's 
house gave him of the red and yellow 
earths with which they daubed their 
faces. With such rude materials the 
lad painted a child sleeping in its 
cradle, and in that first effort of! pre- 
cocious genius executed certain touches 
which he never surpassed, as he af- 
firmed long after, when at the zenith of 
his remarkable career. 


How, from such primitive efforts, the 


Quaker youth gradually worked into 
fame, went to Italy and acquired posi- 
tion there, and then settled in England, 
became the favored protege of the 
King

forty 
years, and

President 
of 
the 
National Acad- 


emy of Great Britain—these are 
all matters of history, and, as West 
never forgot his love for his native 
land, entitle him to the respectful re- 
membrance not only of artists, but of 
all his countrymen. American art has 
every reason, also, to cherish his me m 
ory with profound gratitude, for no 
painter ever conducted himself with) 
greater kindness and generosity to th 
rising, struggling artists of his nativ 
land. No sooner did our early paint 
ers reach London than they resorted 


• for aid or guidance to West, and founc 
in him a friend who lent them hi: 
powerful influence without grudging 
or allowed them to set np their easels 
in his studio, and gave them all the in 
struction in his power.

Oorrect Pronnnciation. 


At a meeting of the Philadellplra 


Teatohera' Institute, Mr. Jacof 
~~ 


Sides, principal of the Belmont C.^ ,- 
mar School, was assigned the di ty cf 
illustrating correct pronnnciaticn by 
pronouncing fifteen words. Being al- 
lowed but five minutes' time, the gen- 
tleman was only able to struggle with 
thirteen words, which are frequently 
mispronounced, even among those who 
[have been liberally educated. Itis char- 
itable to suppose that the errors com- 
mitted by this class are the result of 
carelessness rather than ignorance. 


The words pronounced by Mr. ;3ides 


were in this order: Pronunciation, 
which should be pronounced as if 
spelled pro-nun-she-a-shtm; associa- 
tion should be pronounced as if the 
third syllable were spelled she, in stead 
of ci, with the accent on the last a., 
"I was surprised," remarked Mr. 


Sides, "to hear the word so univei sally 
mispronounced by the members cf the 
Teachers' National Convention, which 
met recently in this city." The word 
telegraphy should be pronounce id te-. 
Z«7-ra-phy, not tel-e-0ropft-y. Squalor, 
frequently 
pronounced " squoller," 


should receive the long sound of a, as 
in mate—squa-lor. The word vagary 
should be divided into three syllables, 
va-gra-ry, with the accent on'the a in 
the second syllable. In recess ths ac- 
cent falls on the last syllable, and is 
pronounced re-cess. The n in govern- 
ment is too often omitted, as the 
word is pronounced 
<;m>-ern.-iient. 
Enervate is pronounced e-ner-vatti, not 
ew-er-vate. 
Indisputable 
is pro- 


nounced both in-dis-pu-ta-ble anl in- 
dis-j>w-ta-ble, but the former mode of 
pronunciation! is the correct one. The 
word isolate should be pronounced iz- 
o-ldte (the a as in mate), not i-so late. 
Allopathy is pronounced aHop-a-thy, 
not al-lo-paWi-y. Rise, when a rloun, 
pronounced "rice," but when a vdrb is 
pronounced rise. The last wordf re- 
ferred to by the expositor of correct 
pronunciation was laugh, which created 
considerable merriment, so much so 
that the listeners laffed and they iSffed 
and they larfed, when the proper t]hing 
for them to have done was to have 
struck the soundofLa as in farland 
they would have been just right.
